But Pulitzer was nearly blind, and 
Sargent was anxious to have this apparent 
in his painting. 
His brush was poised for 
a delicate stroke. 
Suddenly, a door slammed- 
Startled, 
the artist lost control of his brush. 
Rut 
that twitch of his hand accomplished the 
very thing he had been 
seeking, 
and 
gave the picture the expression he de- 
sired. 
When the portrait was exhibited, 
Sargent’s handling of the eyes created 
b sensation. 
But few have ever known 
that his success was the result of an ac- 
cident! 
So many accidents plague us and 
so 
much misfortune results from them that we 
have branded all accidents as public ene­ 
mies! 
Many maimed and mutilated lives 
are itie results of accidents. 
Many business 
failures and shattered careers have 
been 
reaped from accidents. Our whole society is 
accident-conscious. 
We 
constantly 
are 
warned against them on highways, in fac­ 
tories, in bathtubs! 
a 
a 
a 
Of course many of our accidents are our 
own fault. 
We made mistakes. 
Like 
the 
woman who broke an um brella 
over 
her 
husband’s head and later told the judge it 
was an accident—she had no intention 
of 
breaking the um brella! 
But accidents m ay also bring good for­ 
tune as well as bad. 
Many of 
our 
most 
valuable discoveries are the results of acci­ 
dents. 
Modern printing and photography 
owe 
much to the research of the French physi­ 
cist. Louis Daguerre, but they owe consid­ 
erably to his accidents! 
He had left a dis­ 
carded plate in a closet where he had spill­ 
ed some m ercury. 
The m ercury vaporized 
and brought out the image on the plate, and 
m odern photography was born! 
Blotting paper was also the result of an 
accident. 
An Englishman in a 
Berkshire 
m ill forgot to add sizing m aterials to a vat 
of paper. 
The entire run was ruined. When 
the mill operator tried to salvage some of 
the soft paper, the ink from his pen spread 
too rapidly. 
It occurred to him that this 
paper could replace the dry sand then 
in 
use, adn he sold the entire lot as 
blotting 
paper! 
A French scientist accidentally dropped a 
bottle on the floor. 
The glass broke 
into 
fragm ents but did not scatter. 
The bottle 
contained collodion which had left on the 
inside a thin skin strong enough to hold the 
broken pieces together. 
Thus our shatter­ 
proof glass is the product of an accident! 
• • • 
A good m any people are afraid of life be­ 
cause of its accidents. 
Things happen over 
which we have no control. 
Life sometimes 
turns careless and cruel and leaves us half 
Stranded! 
But accidents are not always 
dead­ 
ends. 
They na y crash open some door 
to a 
richer 
experience. 
Recently 
an 
author of a “ best seller** declared: “ I 
should never have started to write if I 
had not been paralysed down one side 
for three years and unable to do 
any­ 
thing but w rite!’* 
When a boy, Adon Hoffman dislocated 
his shoulder, he was unable to 
wield 
the 
heavy pressing iron in the tailor shop where 
he worked. 
So he invented 
a 
hot 
steam 
presser that could be operated by stepping 
on a lever! 
Maybe we can’t prevent things happen­ 
ing to us. 
But we can control what hap­ 
pens in us! 
We can use these 
accidents, 
not as an ending but as the beginning of a 
new chapter of our life!

The ill-housed in Chicago are 
watching 
two 
separate 
cam ­ 
paigns against slums — one di­ 
rected by Dr. 
Martin Luther 
King Jr., the other by Mayor 
Richard J. Daley. 
A spokesman for King said 
the m inister's drive still is in 
the organization stage. But he 
said King associates have been 
negotiating with a number of 
owners about improvements in 
shabby 
buildings. 
He 
added: 
“ Landlords 
are 
beginning 
to 
pay attention.” 
King has been a 
part-time 
resident of the city for almost 
three months. 
During 
that time, 
the city 
government has stepped up its 
program s 
against 
dilapidated 
housing. Things are proceeding 
so briskly, Daley says, that Chi­ 
cago will be able to “ eradicate 
slums within two years.”

He reported that during the 
first quarter of 19 66: 
—Some 320 substandard builtT- 
ings 
were 
demolished, 
com­ 
pared with 210 in the first quar­ 
ter of 19 65. 
—Fine* collected for building 
code violations totaled 
$100.000, 
com pared with $34.000. 
—Notices to correct violations 
went out to owners of 11,000 
buildings. 
—Suits asked appointment oí 
receivers for 167 slum buildings 
com pared With 62. 
—Director Raymond Hilliard 
of the Cook County Welfare De­ 
partm ent 
announced 
that 
27 
slum landlords had been noti­ 
fied that rents for 123 families 
on public aid would be withheld 
unless the properties were made 
livable. 
“ Never before in Chicago's 
history,’’ Daley said, “ has there 
been so much concerted action 
to elim inate hazardous buildings 
and rid the city of blight.” 
Both King and Daley have 
held meetings of white and Ne­ 
gro clergym en to line up sup­ 
port for their moves. 
King attended one of the may­ 
or’s 
conferences, 
joining 
the- 
heads of the Roman Catholic 
and Episcopal dioceses — Arch­ 
bishop John Patrick Cody and 
Bishop Francis G. Burrill — and 
Dr. Edgar Chandler, executive 
director of the Church Federa­ 
tion of G reater Chicago, and 
others.

Thus far there have been no 
big demonstrations, but the con­ 
ference and two other groups — 
the 
Coordinating 
Council 
of 
Community 
Organizations, 
an 
alliance of civil rights groups; 
and the West Side Federation, a 
neighborhood improvement unit 
— did 
attract wide attention 
Feb. 23, when they took over a 
rundown, six-flat building on the 
West Side without the perm is­ 
sion of the owner. 
King said the action “ may be 
supralegal.” 
He 
announced 
plans to collect the rents and 
use the money to renovate the 
structure. But the Circuit Court 
ordered King and his associates 
last week to stop interfering 
with the building, and appointed 
a receiver to take charge.

Howard writes. New York, according to 
the clipping, finds that it must take 
dram atic steps in an effort to reduce its 
problem. 
The city is afflicted by the false alarm 
problem on an incredible scale. In one day, 
the New York Times says, there were 439 
fire alarm s and 114 of them were false. Offi­ 
cials plan to begin experim enting with com­ 
bative m easures such as putting whistles on 
the fire alarm boxes, and bathing them in 
floodlights. 
Robert O. Lowery, the fire commissioner, 
says that persons who turn in false alarm s 
“ do it for kicks” because they considar it a 
prank. “ They don’t see the other side.” says 
Lowery—“ firem en mutilated, their commun­ 
ity stripped of protection, children that are 
run over and killed. I don’t think we’ve done 
a job to dram atize it.” 
Sadly, Lowery recounted that four child 
ren died in a fire in the Bronx the past 
month and that he believed it was the result 
of a false alarm . The nearest fire company 
was out on a false alarm and it took second­ 
ary equipment two minutes longer to reach 
the scene.

cident! 
So many accidents plague us and 
so 
much misfortune results from them that we 
have branded ail accidents as public ene­ 
mies! 
Many maimed and mutilated lives 
are the results of accidents. Many business 
failures and shattered careers have 
been 
reaped from accidents. Our whole society is 
accident-conscious. 
We 
constantly 
are 
warned against them on highways, in fac­ 
tories, in. bathtubs!1

Of course many of our accidents are our 
own fault. 
We mode mistakes. 
.Like 
the 
woman who broke an umbrella 
over 
her 
husband's head and later told the judge it 
was an accident—she had no intention 
of 
breaking the umbrella! 
But accidents may also bring good for­ 
tune as well as bad. 
Many of our 
most 
valuable discoveries are the results of acci­ 
dents. 
Modern printing and photography 
owe 
much to the research of the French physi­ 
cist. Louis Daguerre, but they owe consid­ 
erably to his accidents! 
He had left a dis­ 
carded plate in a closet where he had spill­ 
ed some mercury. 
The mercury vaporized, 
and brought out the image on the plate, and 
modern photography was born! 
Blotting paper was also the result of an 
accident. 
An Englishman in a 
Berkshire 
mill forgot to add sizing materials to a vat 
of paper. The entire run was ruined. When 
the mill operator tried to salvage some of 
the soft paper, the ink from his pen spread 
too rapidly. 
It occurred to him that this 
paper could replace the dry sand then 
in 
use, adn he sold the entire lot as 
blotting 
paper! 
A French scientist accidentally dropped a 
bottle on the floor. 
The glass broke 
into 
fragments but. did not scatter... 
The 'bottle 
contained collodion which had left on the 
inside a thin skin strong enough to bold the 
broken, pieces together. 
Thus our shatter­ 
proof glass is the product of an accident! 
• • • 
A good many people are afraid of life be­ 
cause of its accidents. 
Things happen, over 
which we have no control. Life sometimes 
turns careless and cruel and leaves us half 
stranded! 
But accidents are not always 
dead­ 
ends. They may crash open some door 
to a 
richer 
experience. 
Recently 
an 
author of a “best seller'” declared: ‘‘I 
should never have started to write if I 
had not been paralyzed down one side 
for three years and unable to do 
any­ 
thing but write !” 
When a boy, Adon Hoffman dislocated 
his shoulder, he was unable to 
wield 
the 
heavy pressing iron in the tailor shop where 
he worked. So he invented 
a 
hot 
steam 
presser that could be operated by stepping 
on a lever! 
Maybe we can’t prevent, 'things happen­ 
ing to us. 
But we can control what hap­ 
pens in us! 
We can use these 
accidents, 
not as an. ending but as the beginning of a 
new chapter of our life!

A spokesman for King said 
the minister’s drive still is in 
the organization stage. But he 
said King associates have been 
negotiating with a number of 
owners about improvements in 
shabby buildings. 
He 
added: 
“ Landlords 
are 
beginning 
to 
pay attention.” 
King has been a part-time 
resident of the city for almost 
three months. 
During that time, the city 
government has stepped up its 
programs 
against 
dilapidated 
housing. Things are proceeding 
so briskly, Daley says, that Chi­ 
cago will be able to “eradicate 
slums within two years.” 
* • * 
He reported that during the 
first quarter of 1966: 
—Soma 3.201 substandard build­ 
ings 
were 
demolished, 
com­ 
pared with 210 in the first quar­ 
ter Of 1965. 
—Fine* collected for building 
code violations totaled $100.000, 
compared with $34.000. 
—Notices to correct, violations 
went out to owners of 11,000 
buildings. 
—Suits asked appointment of 
receivers for 167 slum buildings 
compared With 62. 
—Director Raymond Hilliard 
of the Cook County Welfare De­ 
partment 
announced 
that 
27 
slum landlords had been noti­ 
fied that rents for 123 families 
on public aid would be withheld 
unless the properties were made 
livable. 
“Never before in. Chicago's 
history,’’ Daley said, “has there 
been so much concerted action 
to eliminate hazardous buildings 
and rid the city of blight.” 
Both King and Daley have 
held meetings of white and Ne­ 
gro clergymen to line up sup­ 
port for their moves. 
King attended one of the may­ 
or's conferences, joining the- 
heads of the .Roman Catholic 
and Episcopal dioceses — Arch­ 
bishop John Patrick Cody and 
Bishop Francis G. Bur rill — and 
Dr. Edgar Chandler, executive 
director of the Church Federa­ 
tion of Greater Chicago, and 
others.

Thus far there have been no 
big demonstrations, but the con­ 
ference and two other groups — 
the 
Coordinating 
Council 
of 
Community 
Organizations, 
an 
alliance of civil rights groups; 
and the West Side Federation, a 
neighborhood improvement unit 
— did attract wide attention 
Feb. 23, when they took, over a 
rundown, six-flat building on the 
West Side without the permis­ 
sion of the owner. 
King said the action “ may be 
supralegal.” 
He 
announced 
plans to collect the rents and 
use the money to renovate the 
structure. But the Circuit Court 
ordered King and his associates 
last week to stop interfering 
with the building, and appointed 
a receiver to take charge.

★ MANHATTAN MADNESS — Pottstown is 
not the only municipality that, receives false 
fire alarms, according to an observation by 
Joseph Howard, 1022 Pine street. Howard 
noticed an article in The New York Times 
the other day indicating that officials .in the 
largest city in the United States are very 
much concerned about false alarms. 
“Though I had an open mind before 
this, I think that the proposed, and now 
adopted, additional boxes for Pottstown 
will be more of a headache than a help,” 
Howard 'writes. New York, according to 
the clipping, finds that it must take 
dramatic steps in an effort to reduce its 
problem. 
The city is afflicted by the false alarm 
problem on an incredible scale. In one day, 
the New York Times says, there were 439 
fire alarms and 114 of them were false. Offi­ 
cials plan to begin experimenting with com­ 
bative measures such as putting whistles on 
the fire alarm boxes, and 'bathing them in 
floodlights. 
Robert O. Lowery, the fire commissioner, 
says that persons who tura in false alarms 
“do it for kicks'* because they consider it a 
prank. “They don’t see the other side.” says 
Lowery—“firemen mutilated, their commun­ 
ity «tripped of protection„ children that are 
run over and killed. I don’t think we’ve done 
a job to dramatize it.” 
Sadly, Lowery recounted that four child­ 
ren died in a fire in the Bronx the past 
month and that he believed it was the result 
of a false alarm. The nearest fire company 
w'as out. on a false alarm and it took second­ 
ary equipment two minutes longer to reach 
the scene.

Protestants br- 
lieve that every sin must 
be paid for? Jim asked his 
friend, a well known Bible- 
believing Protestant layman. 
“ Why. yes,” Ted replied.
